A. Firft, Rondeletus faith, that it was a certain Fifth 
which was both in Mouth and Belly, andin all ber inward 
Parts lo capacious and large, (and was therefore call’d 
arSpamogayos) that fhe cou’d eafily fwalow a Man 
alive 5 and in whofe Belly often have been Men found 
whole, yea, fometimes all armed. Bafilius faith, that it 
wasa tith much like to fome great Hill in BignefS. And 
Aaguftine faith, that in Africa he faw a Fifh whofe Mouth 
was like fome great Cave. 

Secondly, Dottor Medcalf (the Hebrew Profeffor ia 
Cambridge) in his Leétures upon Fonab, doth affirm, That 
for certain, this Fifh which fwallow’d Fonas was no 
Whale: He proves it thus, becaufe the Whale hath 
Lungs, and breaths, and like Man hath a Wind-pipe 3 
and theretore the Paflages through which the Meat paffeth 
is fo ttreight, that by no Means fhe is able to devour a 
whole Man, 

But againft this it may be objeéted, that in this Verfe it 
is faid, that Fonas was Three Days and Three Nights in the 
Belly of the Whale, and the Seventy render it a Whale : 
and Fofephus ( Antiquit.) faith, Aceto devoratum effe Fonam, 
Fonas was devour’d ot a Whale. 

Fir{t, Some fay that God created a new Whale for 
this very Purpoile, to iwallow Foras, and therefore crea- 
ted him without Lungs or Wind-pipe, and made all the 
Paflages fo wide and vaft, that it might devour a Map. 
whole. 

Secondly, Others better fay, that Chrift here follows 
the Interpretation of the Seveaty, which, as ic was 
vulgar and familiar, fo alfo it was ordinarily quoted of 
all, whether ic were according to the Truth of the Ori- 
ginal or not, chat is, the Septuagints Tranilation was fo 
trequent amongtt the Fews, and of fuch Efteem with 
them, that they cited Scripture ufually as ic was render’d 
by them, never ferioufly weighing whether their Inter- 
pretation were agreeable to the ‘lext. 

Thirdly, Others yet better fay, that che Whale is gene- 
rally puctor every great tifh: for ic was ordinary with 
the Jews toapply the Name of a known Species to the 
Genus. Becaule the Canaanites were principal Merchants, 
and the Arabians moft notable Thieves, and the Chalde- 
aus excellent and fingular Aftrologers; theretore the 
fews call’d every Merchant a Canaanite, and every Thiet 
an Arabian, and every Aftrologer a Chaldean, thus at- 
tributing the Name of an ordinary Species to the Genus 
thereof. And oa the contrary, the Scventy were wont 
to give the Name of the Genus to a more known or 
notable Species: And thus fometimes inftead of Nilus or 
Eupb ates, they wou'd faya Flood. And thus the Greeks 
call every Fifh, xRrov, a Whale, and Homer calleth 
Phecas, Sea Calves, Whales; and Virg. /mmania cete, 
great Whales, for great Fifhes: And hence Cetarius fig- 
nifieth a kind of Fifhemonger, or Seller, or Taker of great 
Sea-Fifh. And from this Propriety of Speech our Saviour 
oy this Fifh a Whale, becaufe (dag gadol) was a great 
Fifh.
